before,, ^theie~ bodies,_.~wefe .found 
Tuesday in Robinson's Woods. 


The boys were Robert Peterson, 


14; 'John Schuessler, 13, and John's 
brother, Anton Schuessler, Jr., 11. 


"We do not know whether the 


tape was applied while the boys 
were conscious or if it was put on 
after they had been beaten sense- 
less," Dr. Kearns said. 


"If the tape was applied after 


the boys had been beaten, and 
choked, it may have cut off their 
intake of air and been" the pri- 
mary cause of death." 


No Indication 


Dr. Kearns said there was no in- 


dication on the bodies that the 
boys' hands .or feet had been 
trussed. 


Medical evidence indicated that 


young Peterson had been choked 
with a noose and manually, Kearns 
said. The Peterson boy's neck was 
surrounded by a .''constricting 
bruise," and bore a fingernail mark

The -housewife is told the whole- 


sale index is down but she can't 
see that the retail food prices are 
—at least not much. 


It's largely the old story of the 


spread between the price of the 
raw materials out of which foods 
are fashioned and the finished 
products on the grocer's shelves. 
That spread like others, tends .to 
widen with the years. 


The grocer insiets the house- 


wife's getting more for her money 
today—if she takes into considera- 
tion all the fringe benefits, of con- 
venience, time saving and_ im- 
proved nutrition in today's pre- 
pared foods. 


Index Down 


The government's wholesale 


farm product price index is well 
below the 1947-49 base. The gov- 
ernment's wholesale food price in- 
dex is about even with that pre- 
Korean war level. But the govern- 


ment's retail food price index in 
September was 11.6 per cent high- 
er. Although nicely down from ita 
peak of two years ago.' 


Dun & Bradstreet's /wholesale 


food price index is the lowest since 
June, 1950,'when, the Korean war 
started. The housewife finds this 
hard to believe because she says 
the prices she pays - certainly 
aren't. 


The D. & B. index is a rough 


and ready indicator. It isn't sup- 
posed to be definitive nor a cost 
of living index.; The index is the 
sum of the price of a pound each 
of 31 foodstuffs. Included are lard, 
steers, hogs, barley, cottonseed oil. 
Few housewives would buy a pound 
of these each week. 


Prices Fluctuate. 


Food prices, at every level, have 


come down'from their peak. They 
fluctuate now. .Some foodstuffs, 
like coffee or storm damaged veg- 
etables, go up because of. tempo- 
rary shortages. Some, like pork, 
tumble because of oversupply. 


B\it what the. consumer., mostly 


talks about is that the-price.-ot

wholesale have fallen more than 
retail prices—and it's retail prices 
that interest him primarily. 


The grocer, and food processors 


have their arguments handy. They 
are aware that the consumers sut*- 
pect profit taking as the villain. 
Paul S. Willis, president of Gro- 
eery Manufacturers of America, 
say« only a small amount of the 
retail price, is represented by 
manufacturer and distributor net 
profits. 


Profit Lower 


He says, "their combined profit 


today is down to around three 
cents of the consumer's food dol- 
lar; it waa six cents before World 
War H," And he insists that food 
prices have declined in terms of 
wages, that "an hour's work will

Food handlers alw quote De- 


partment of Agriculture figures to 
show that payment to workers for 
assembling, processing, transport- 
ing, distributing farm food prod- 
ucts was 46 per cent of the total 
cost of marketing in 1946 but is 
now 54 per cent.

dirty, draughty maze of stairs, passages and platforms leading to an 
ilevated line where electric trains and an occasional •team-driven 
ob, usually with a few flat wheels, rumble in from the «oviet East, 
top and drag themselves on their weary way. It 
s a good deal like Penn Station and a few others 
n the New York system. There is only a dull dis- 
mal light of day even at noon and there are no 
:hairs or benches for the people who wait endlessly 
and hoping without hope for sons, husbands, fa- 
hers and missing women who disappeared into the 
darkness of the Communist empire, as long: ago as 


943. 
Most of them must be dead and the hope of 


the individuals is about a million-to-one shot. Most 
of them are on the far side of youth, from 40 up to 
enfeebled old age. 


About 450 of them had been waiting in a special vigil for the last 


24 hours when I arrived about noon. There were waxen, gray faceg 
and the flicker of an interest which I could not describe as hopeful 
caused twinges as, first, a one-eyed man in a limp old raincoat and 
then a mother of a boy who vanished at Stalingrad in 1943, and an- 
other and another, approached me for information. 
The one-eyed 


man had spotted me for an American and hoped I would be an "of. 
ficjal" who knew something. The Russians seized his son, a civilian 


mploye of the municipal court in Berlin, after the war was over 
and sent him to a camp beyond the Ur&li. He last heard of the younj 
man in 1950.

I-said I .knew of no train due 


from the East. Oh. but she said 
she had heard a train was coming. 
They all had. They, are. driven to 
and fro by gusts of rumor, proba- 
bly incited by the East Germans 
to torture them. She had been 
there, all night and -must have 
stood all that time or sat on the 
concrete* stairs in the cold drafts 
or stretched out on the concrete 
floor. One leg was swollen under 
an elastic bandage. .She had had 
no word from her only son since 
the battle which sent Hitler reel 
ing back.

tutional procedure the same as 
taking out an insurance policy or 
making- a will.vHe said parliamen- 
tary procedure should be used with 
common sense; certain principles 
that underly parliamentary pro- 
cedure deal with .situations that 
are not covered and that all pre- 
siding officers should know parlia- 
mentary procedure.

Hoffmann said. he would serve 


until a new parliament is elected 
but pro-German leaders met this 
morning and said they would not 
accept him as a caretaker head of 
government. Instead they pro- 
posed Heinrich Welsch, chairman 
of the executive board of the Saar 
railroads. 


Hoffmann, 64, has-been in power 


since -1947. 


Humiliate French 


By defeating the Europeaniza- 


tion statute—which had taken five 
years to work out in Paris and 
Bonn—the Saarlanders inflicted a 
bitter humiliation on the French 
and raised a grim" question mark 
over French-German relations. 


The Europeanization plan would 


have put the Saar's defense and 
foreign relations under a neutral 
commissioner of the seven-nation 
Western European -Union while 
maintaining its customs and cur- 
rency union with France. The stat- 
ute was signed by West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer in 
Paris a year ago as the price for

Sunday night with the second damaging earthquake within several 
weeks. It lasted about two minutes. 


Windows shattered, telephone 


lines went dead, stataes fell from 
niches in a chapel, dishes fell from 
shelves and «\-erhead lights 
swayed dizzily. 


At Oakland, an apartmrnt house 


fire started soon after the quakt: 
and burned to death an 85-year- 
old i*oinan. Ora Bell. Tom Dolan. 
a batJalion fire chief, estimated 
damage at 525.000 and said the 
fire -was "definitely caused by a 
gas explosion."

of a second story window during 
the fir* and suffered swicnis in- 
juries. 


Blamed for Fire 


Oakland firemen also blamed the 


quake for a $3,000 house fire. 
Battalion Chief Bernard Dooley 
said it either cracked gas pipes 
or extinguished a pilot light, caus- 
ing an explosion. Mama«l Ortega 
was hit by tying glass and injured 
slightly.
